TWENTY-ONE DISTRICTS FOR COOK... 

The ratio of representation in the state 
senate, gn which the next apportionment 
of senatorial districts must be based, is 
110,560, - Cook county has a population 
of 2405,238. . Divide that by the ratio 
and you get 21 and a remainder of 83,470, 
whieh is.more than three-fourths of a 
ratio., Yet Cook will mot get credit for 
this large fraction of a ratio and will have 
to content itself with twenty-one districts. 

The constitution reads that “ counties, 
containing not less than ‘the ratio and three- 
fourths may be divided into separate dis- 
tricts and shall be entitled to two sena- 
tors, and to one additional senator for 
each number of inhabitants equal to the 
ratio contained by such counties in ex- 


Twenty years ago the legislature refused 
to give Cook an additional district for its 
large fraction of a ratio—larger than that 
of thie year. It decided that while a 
ratio and  three- 


which contained two or more ratios and 
three-fourths of a ratio was entitled-only 
to a senator for each full ratio. We may 
rest assured that the country members will 
stand by. this construction of the constitu- 
tion and will not'give Cook credit for its 
fraction. 

The census figures show that one county 
—St. Clair—has 9,000 more than a full 
ratio. A county with not less than four 
fifths of a ratio, or 88,452, may be given 
a senator. The eligible counties are 
Peoria, Kane, Sangamon, La Salle, and 
Madison. Only the first and fourth of 
these now constitute senatorial districts 
by themselves. The other three would 
like to be in the same class.

ing officers of which invariably attend him 
from his own residence in the Petit Bourbon 
tothe big Palais Bourbon, where the chamber 
holds tte sessions. 
_ But the French speaker has this advantage 
over his colleague et Westenineter: He and 
the preaigent of the senate are regarded. as 
almost equal tn rank and in importance to 
the president of the republic. The executive 
authority, which In this country ts restricted 
to the president of the repubiic, fn France is 
shared by tts chief magistrate with the epeaP- 
ere of the senate and of the chamber of 
deputies, who form with him a sort of tri- 
umvirate, 


oe 


There is no vice president of the republic 
in France, and the presidents of the senate 
and of the chamber of deputies have no right 
of euccessior. to the chief magistracy of the 
republic. But much of the authority and 
power which here fs vested im the occupant 
of the White House at Washington rests in 
France with the chamber of deputies, and 
since it is the epeaker of the chamber of 
deputies who has the right of appointing the 
committees by which the real business of 
the house is transacted it follows that in 
France the president of the chamber of depu- 
ties is a much bigger man, and can accom- 
plish fear more than the president of the re- 
pubio. 

Among the most notable of those who have 
presided over the debates at the Palais Bour- 
bon during the last hundred years have 
been Count Pierre de Montesquieu Feszensac, 
from 1810 to 1818; Regnier Duc de Massa, 
Duc Stephen Pasquier, Casimir-Perier, in 
1880, whose grandson, Jean Casimér-Perier, 
was afterward to follow him in the speaker- 
ship of the chamber of deputies, sixty~hree 
years later, and also to become president of 
the republic.

The first Duc de Morny presided over the 
chamber of deputies, or corps legisiatif, as it 
wadthen called, for eleven years, from 1854 to 
1865, and a half brother of Napoleon IIL, the 
Petit Bourbon was @uring hie occupancy 
thereof, the center of everything brilliant 
in Parisian life and fashion. Morny, of 
whose doings there an account will be found 
in the novel “The Nabob,” written by Al- 
phonse Daudet, who had been his private 
secretary, was succeeded there by another 
kinsman of Napoleon iil., namely, by that 
Count Welewski who was the tliegitimate 
son of the first Dmperor Napoleon, by the 
Polish Countess Wealewska. Then came 
Schneider, the tronmaster of Creusot, whose 
works at Creusot rival those of Krupp in 
Germany. - eee 

Jules Grevy wee the first president of 
the chamber of deputies after the overthrow 
of the empire in 1870, and on his elevation 
to the presidency of the republic was fol- 
lowed by Gambetta, who equipped the Petit 
Bourbon with a magnificent silver tathtub 
in which the speaker of the French chamber 
of deputies performs his ablutions. BSihce 
then Brisson has served four different terms 
three of them of four years each, the fnter- 
vening periods being filled by Pav?

Tyne of old age today. He was in bis seven- 
ty-minth year. 

Mace at one timé was worth more than

“ Jem*’ Mate was born at Beeston in Nor-
